A new diagnostic tool, now 
in use at Northern Dutchess 
Hospital, is expected to he of 
great assistance in helping a 
physician 
to 
evaluate

Shortness 
of 
breath 
— 
palpitations — chest pain . . , 
Symptoms of a heart attack? 
Or just indigestion? Or nerves? 
The Dynamic C a r d i o g r a m 
should help determine which, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Alan B. Mikler, 
Rhinebeck physician, who is a 
member of the Hospital's active 
medical staff. 
Dr. Mikler explained that the 
device is a portable unit worn 
by the patient which records his 
heart beats on a six hour, a 13- 
hour, or a 24 hour tape.

At 
some future date is hoped that 
Northern Dutchess will own its 
own computer. 
A suspected cardiac problem 
is not the only use the Dynamic 
Cardiogram offers.
